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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  th 
Biggleswade  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1972. 

The  vital  statistics  compare  favourably  with  those  of  England 
and  Wales  and  the  Administrative  County.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate,  however,  was  as  high  as  that  for  England  and  Wales  and 
exceeded  that  of  the  County.  Eight  of  the  11  infants  who  died  did 
so  under  4 weeks  of  age.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  there 
was  no  maternal  death  in  connection  with  childbirth. ' 

The  Causes  of  Death  table  repeats  a familiar  pattern.  Of  the 
367  deaths  282  were  in  respect  of  persons  sixty-five  years  of  age 
and  over.  166  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  were  due  to  heart  and 
circulatory  disease,  61  to  cancer,  of  which  18  were  lung  cancer, 
and  70  to  respiratory  disease. 

In  the  introduction  to  last  year’s  Annual  Report  I mentioned  the 
impending  reorganisation  of  Local  Government  and  the  National 
H^th  Service  and  I drew  attention  to  the  importance  which  was 
being  attached  to  collaboration  between  the  authorities  which 
would  come  into  being  on  the  1st  April,  1974.  In  the  case  of 
Bedfordshire  they  are  the  new  County  Council,  the  new  District 
Councils  and  the  Area  Health  Authority,  with  its  two  Health 
Distrias,  one  based  on  Bedford  and  the  other  on  Luton.  In  order 
to  secure  the  necessary  collaboration  there  are  to  be  statutory  joint 
consultative  committees,  one  covering  social  services  and  education 
and  the  other  covering  environmental  health.  The  importance  of 
housing  is  recognised  and  it  has  been  recommended  that  housing 
matters  should  be  discussed  in  relation  both  to  environmental  health 
and  the  social  services.  In  the  introduction  I also  indicated  that 
one  form  of  collaboration  would  be  for  the  District  Councils  to 
appoint  as  medical  advisers  (“  proper  officers  ”)  doctors  employed 
as  Community  Physicians  by  the  Area  Health  Authority  at  Health 
District  level.  It  has  been  well  said  that  health  is  essentially  a single 
problem  for  the  community  as  a whole.  Such  app('>intments  would 
greatly  facilitate  the  approach  to  the  problem.  On  the  one  hand, 
as  an  employee  of  the  Area  Health  Authority,  the  doctor  would  be 
a member  of  a team  concerned  with  personal  health  services,  and 
on  the  other,  as  an  employee  of  the  District  Council,  he  would  be  a 
member  of  a team  concerned  with  environmental  health. 


In  the  text  of  the  Report  I have  mentioned  some  of  the  health 
services  provided  by  the  Council  in  their  capacity  as  Local  Health 
Authority.  These  services,  together  with  those  of  the  District 
Councils,  form  a broad  base  of  operations  for  the  prevention  of 
illness  and  the  maintenance  and  promotion  of  health.  The  fact  that 
there  is  a division  of  responsibility  for  providing  the  services  has 
in  no  way  prevented  that  joint  action  by  officers  of  the  County 
Council  and  the  District  Councils,  which  is  so  often  necessary.  I 
acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  his  staff  in  matters  of  mutual  concern,  and  his  sympa- 
thetic understanding  of  health  problems  in  the  Districts.  I am 
particularly  grateful  to  him  for  the  comprehensive  nature  of  the 
action  he  took  in  the  County  during  the  recent  smallpox  episode. 

In  conclusion,  I express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  the  consideration  they  have  continued  to  show  to  me 
and  to  the  Clerk  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff 
for  their  ready  co-operation.

4.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  AND 
MEDICAL  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

The  Bedfordshire  County  Council  provides  : 

(a)  through  its  Health  Committee  the  following  services,  amongst 
others — Health  Centres,  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children, 
Health  Visiting,  Home  Nursing,  Domiciliary  Midwifery, 
Ambulance,  Immunisation  against  Infectious  diseases  ; 
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(b)  through  its  Education  Committee,  a School  Health  Service ; 

(c)  through  its  Social  Services  Committee,  personal  social  services. 

The  Bedfordshire  and  Luton  Executive  Council  provides  the 
Family  Practitioner  Services. 

The  North  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides 
consultant  and  hospital  services. 


5.  PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Much  is  achieved  in  the  prevention  of  infectious  disease  by 
immunisation.  Diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  polyio- 
myelitis  are  dealt  with  in  the  first  year  of  life  and  necessary  re- 
inforcement doses  are  given  at  about  five  years  of  age.  Immunisa- 
tion against  measles  ties  place  in  the  second  year  of  life.  Con- 
sideration is  being  given  to  the  feasibility  of  immunising  at  the  age 
of  five  years  those  who  missed  vaccination  earlier. 

Vaccination  against  rubella  is  offered  as  a routine  to  girls  reach- 
ing their  twelfth  year  and  there  are  arrangements,  with  prescribed 
safeguards,  for  the  vaccination  of  women  of  child-bearing  age. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  offered,  where  appropriate,  to  children 
at  the  age  of  thirteen  years. 

There  are  also  certain  activities  of  officers  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  which  are  important  in  the  prevention  and  control  of 
infectious  diseases.  They  are  most  readily  recognisable  in  outbrealcs 
of  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  and  the  rigid  surveillance  of  persons 
returning  from  abroad  who  have  been  in  contact  with  infectious 
diseases,  especially  typhoid  and  cholera. 

Table  (a),  which  follows,  sets  out  the  notifications  received. 
There  are  several  features  worthy  of  comment.  First,  there  is  a 
continued  absence  of  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis.  This  fact  ac- 
curately reflects  the  success  of  immunisation  against  these  diseases. 
Second,  there  are  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  or  dysentry.  This  fact 
is  a clear  indication  of  the  value  of  the  food  hygiene  measures 
taken  by  the  public  health  inspectorate  and  others.  Third,  the 
number  of  cases  of  measles  fell  from  159  in  1971  to  3 in  1972. 
Measles  is  known  to  behave  capriciously,  but  there  can  be  no 
reasonable  doubt  that  vaccination  is  decreasing  the  incidence  of  the 
disease.  In  the  year  1971  about  38%  of  the  children  eligible  under 
the  County.  Scheme  were  vaccinated.  In  1972  about  60%  of  child- 
ren were  vaccinated  and  consideration  is  now  being  given  to  the 
feasibility  of  offering  vaccination  to  those  children  who  were  not 
vaccinat^  during  their  second  year  of  life.

Table  (b).  The  figures  for  inclusion  are  small,  but  the  retention 
of  the  table  serves  as  a reminder  of  times  when  things  were  very 
different.  For  the  second  year  in  succession  there  was  no  death 
from  tuberculosis.  There  is,  however,  still  a need  for  “ continued 
alertness  in  diagnosis,  efficient  treatment  and  thorough  follow-up 
of  the  patient  and  his  contacts  ”.  A proof  of  this  lies  in  the  fact 
that  although  the  national  total  of  deaths  in  1971  was  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  it  is  still  higher  than  that  of  any  other  notifiable 
infectious  disease  and  notifications  reveal  a relatively  unchanged 
situation  during  the  last  year.

Cases  requiring  attention  are  usually  school  children  with  head 
lice  infestations  and  these  are  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Visitors  as 
a matter  of  routine. 
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7.  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948— SECTION  47 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  provides  for  the  re- 
moval to  hospital  or  Part  III  accommodation  on  a Court  Order,  of 
sick  or  old  people  who  are  unable  to  look  after  themselves.  It  was 
not  found  necessary  to  use  this  legislation  for  the  compulsory  re- 
moval of  any  person  during  the  year. 


8.  ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 

(a)  Public  Water  Supply 

Adequate  supplies  of  water  have  been  maintained  throughout  the 
district  by  The  Bedfordshire  Water  Board. 

The  eastern  part  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  the  Dunton  and 
Newspring  sources  and  the  western  part  from  the  Meppershall 
source.  Part  of  Mogerhanger  however  receives  water  from  the 
Great  Ouse  Water  Authority  pipeline  (Grafham  Water). 

Samples  are  taken  by  the  Water  Board  at  frequent  intervals  and 
the  following  reports  are  typical  of  samples  taken  for  chemical 
examination. 

These  indicate  that  the  water  is  of  a high  standard  of  organic 
purity.

(b)  Privately  Owned  Sources 

There  are  now  12  privately  owned  sources  of  supply  in  the  area 
serving  14  isolated  occupied  dwellings  and  one  mill. 

19  sampes  of  water  from  these  sources  were  submitted  for 
examination,  16  of  which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  2 sus- 
picious and  1 unsatisfactory. 

Tn  all  cases  where  doubt  exists  as  to  the  purity  of  the  water, 
householders  are  advised  to  boil  all  water  intended  for  drinking 
purposes.

(d)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

(i)  Work  on  phase  1 of  the  Arlesey,  Stotfold  and  Five  Parish 
Sewerage  Scheme  was  commenced  during  October  1971  and 
by  the  end  of  March  the  access  road  to  the  new  Sewage  Dis- 
posal Works  was  completed.  In  the  same  month  the  contract 
was  signed  for  work  comprising  phase  2 of  the  scheme  which 
includes  the  extension  of  the  existing  disposal  works  at  Clifton 
and  the  construction  of  a new  disposal  works  at  Poppy  Hill, 
Langford. 

Both  projects  were  commenced  in  April  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year  most  of  the  work  of  excavation  had  been  completed 
in  readiness  for  the  casting  of  structural  concrete. 

Approximately  75%  of  the  sewers  had  also  been  laid  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 
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(ii)  Plans  for  the  scheme  to  sewer  Southill  (including  Broom  and 
Stanford)  and  Old  Warden  were  completed  during  the  year 
and  negotiations  were  commenced  for  the  acquisition  of  sites 
for  pumping  stations. 

(iii)  The  scheme  for  Potton  and  Sutton  was  approved  by  the  De- 
partment of  the  Environment  in  June.  A list  of  contractors  to 
be  invited  to  submit  tenders  for  the  work  was  agreed  with  the 
Consultants  and  it  is  hoped  that  tenders  will  be  received  early 
in  the  new  year. 

(iv)  The  Consultant’s  report  on  the  possibility  of  providing  public 
sewerage  facilities  in  the  hamlets  of  Budna,  Thorncote  Green 
and  Hatch  was  considered  by  the  Council  early  in  the  year. 
Six  alternative  methods  of  disposal  were  discussed,  the  cheapest 
of  which  included  the  installation  of  a small  package  treatment 
plant.  Unfortunately  however,  because  of  the  extremely  high 
cost  per  property  served,  the  Council  felt  unable  to  proceed 
with  the  scheme. 

In  the  meantime  the  watercourse  at  Thorncote  Green  re- 
mains grossly  polluted  and  a serious  nuisance  exists. 


(e)  Cesspool  Emptying 

The  Council  own  one  1,500  gallon  capacity  cesspool  emptying 
vehicle  which  was  purchased  last  year.  Labour  is  provided  by  a 
contractor  who  has  continued  to  perform  his  duties  in  a most 
satisfactory  manner  throughout  the  year. 

From  the  1st  January  the  Council  decided  to  allow  two  free 
emptyings  per  year  at  properties  outside  the  drainage  areas  and  to 
increase  the  charges  for  more  frequent  emptyings  from  £1.05  to 
£1.50  per  hour.  The  charges  in  respect  of  properties  within  drainage 
areas  remained  unaltered  but  new  properties  erected  within  drainage 
areas  and  unable  to  connect  to  a public  sewer  because  of  the  con- 
tinued existence  of  “ stand-still  ” orders:  are  allowed  the  same  ser- 
vice as  those  outside  drainage  areas. 

In  spite  of  the  more  frequent  service  available,  the  total  number  of 
emptyings  carried  out  during  1972  was  fewer  than  in  1971,  the 
numbers  being  571  and  649  respectively.  71  were  emptied  on  behalf 
of  Biggleswade  Urban  District  Council. 

Income  from  the  emptying  of  cesspools  during  1972,  amounted 
to  £628  comparedf  with  £956  in  1971. 

The  contents  of  cesspools  are  disposed  of  by  irrigation  on  an 
area  of  waste  land  which  the  Council  hire  in  the  parish  of  Potton. 

The  contract  for  this  work  will  expire  in  March  next  and  in  order 
to  ensure  continuity  of  the  service  and  to  allow  the  new  district 
Council  adequate  time  to  formulate  its  policy  so  far  as  the  public 
cleansing  services  are  concerned  after  the  reorganisation  of  Local 
Government  has  taken  place,  it  was  decided  to  renew  this  contract 
until  31st  March,  1976.

(f)  Night  Soil  Removal 

This  service  has  again  operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 
The  contractor  responsible  for  cesspool  emptying  also  provides  the 
labour  for  this  sei*vice  and  o^rates  the  Council’s  cesspool  emptier 
which  is  fitted  with  a night  soil  attachment. 

The  contract  has  been  renewed  for  the  same  period  and  reasons 
as  those  referred  to  in  the  pevious  section. 

The  number  of  weekly  emptyings  was  178  as  compared  with 
199  in  1971.  This  slight  reduction  confirms  what  was  said  in  my 
last  report — that  until  further  parishes  are  provided  with  public 
sewerage  facilities,  the  number  of  emptyings  will  only  show  slight 
reductions  as  and  when  houses  are  improved  and  modernized  and 
pails  converted  to  W.C.’s. 


(g)  Refuse  Collection  & Disposal 

(i)  Facilities 

All  household  refuse  is  removed  each  week  by  contractors  who 
have  continued  to  discharge  their  duties  in  a most  satisfactory 
manner  throughout  the  year. 

The  contract  for  this  work  has  been  renewed  for  the  period 
ending  31st  March,  1976  for  the  reasons  previously  stated. 

Paper  refuse  sacks  are  in  use  throughout  the  area  and  these  are 
used  as  bin  liners.  When  a refuse  bin  becomes  unserviceable  it  is 
replaced  by  an  approved  type  sack  holder  free  of  charge  and  during 
the  year  no  fewer  than  255  holders  were  issued. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  weekly  removal  service,  a special  free 
collection  of  bulky  items  of  domestic  refuse  is  also  undertaken  and 
during  the  year  571  householders  took  advantage  of  the  service. 
This  represents  a decrease  of  211  over  the  previous  year  and  is 
largely  accounted  for  by  the  introduction  in  April  last  of  the  bulk 
refuse  container  system  in  which  large  containers  are  placed  in 
each  village  for  periods  of  one  week  at  quarterly  intervals. 

This  service  has  proved  extremely  popular  and  has  undoubtedly 
been  responsible  for  a considerable  reduction  in  the  quantity  of 
refuse  dumped  on  highway  vergers  etc.  In  the  9 months  since  the 
introduction  of  the  system,  no  fewer  than  166  loads  were  removed. 

All  refuse  from  the  rural  area  and  from  Biggleswade  Urban 
District,  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  in  part  of  a 
sand  pit  at  Deepdale,  Potton.  By  the  end  of  the  year  approximately 
2 acres  of  the  excavated  area  had  been  finally  reinstated  and  tree 
planting  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  planning  consent  had 
taken  place. 

The  installation  of  the  weighbridge  at  the  refuse  tip  was  com- 
pleted in  June  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  sand  pit  was 
acquired  by  a larger  organisation  who  were  anxious  to  use  the 
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weighbridge.  They  oifered  to  purchase  the  weighbridge  from  the 
Council  and  to  weigh  all  domestic  refuse  free  of  charge.  This  offer 
was  accepted  in  December. 

(ii)  Abandoned  and  derelict  vehicles. 

The  number  of  adandoned  and  derelict  cars  dealt  with  by  the 
department  during  the  year  was  72  as  compared  with  71  in  1971.

It  is  often  difficult  to  trace  the  owners  of  adandoned  vehicles  and 
to  recover  expenses  incurred  in  their  removal  and  disposal  but 
during  1972  it  was  possible  to  recover  £22. 

A local  contractor  collects  and  disposes  of  the  vehices  at  a charge 
of  £2.50  per  vehicle.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  disposal  of  vehicles 
taken  to  the  compound  by  owners. 

(iii)  Disposal  of  Toxic  Waste 

The  Deposit  of  Poisonous  Waste  Act  1972  which  received  the 
Royal  Assent  on  30th  March,  1972,  makes  it  an  offence  punishable 
by  heavy  penalties  to  deposit  on  land  any  poisonous,  noxious  or 
polluting  waste  in  circumstances  in  which  it  might  cause  danger 
to  persons  and  animals  or  might  pollute  a water  suppy. 

Those  concerned  are  also  required  to  notify  local  authorities 
and  river  authorities  of  the  nature  and  quantities  of  certain  wastes 
arising  or  being  deposited  in  their  areas. 

No  such  waste  is  tipped  in  this  rural  district  and  of  the  21  notifi- 
cations received  during  the  year,  14  loads  were  disposed  of  within 
the  County,  6 in  Hertfordshire  and  1 in  Essex. 

(iv)  Joint  Committee 

Your  representatives  on  the  north  west  Hertfordshire  and  south 
east  Bedfordshire  Refuse  Disposal  Joint  Committee  attended  one 
meeting  in  July  when  the  Consultant’s  preliminary  report  on  the 
type,  design  and  siting  of  an  incineration  plant  was  received. 

In  view  of  the  information  contained  in  the  report,  particularly 
with  regard  to  costs,  none  of  the  representatives  present  felt  able 
to  commit  their  Authorities  further  until  detailed  consideration  had 
been  given  to  the  proposals,  and  after  being  informed  of  the 
chang^  circumstances  in  this  area  so  far  as  disposal  facilities  were 
concerned,  and  of  the  increased  haulage  costs  and  high  cost  of 
incineration,  the  Council  felt  unable  to  participate  further  in  the 
proposed  scheme  and  accordingly  withdrew  their  membership  of 
the  Joint  Committee  in' September.

(i)  Rodent  Control 

One  whole  time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Council 
and  he  is  responsible  for  carrying  out  surveys  and  the  treatment 
of  infested  premises.  The  service  is  free  in  respect  of  domestic 
premises  and  a small  charge  on  a time  and  material  basis  is  made 
for  any  work  carried  out  at  business  premises. 

The  operator  carries  out  regular  inspections  and  treatments  at 
the  refuse  tip  and  all  sewage  disposal  works.  Routine  test-baiting 
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of  sewers  is  also  undertaken  or  if  infestations  are  found  the 
necessary  treatment  is  carried  out.

HOUSING 


(a)  Housing  Conditions 

In  May,  Lxx^al  Authorities  were  asked  to  review  their  plans  for 
dealing  with  unsatisfactory  housing  in  their  areas  and  to  inform  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  of  the  present  state  of  their  older 
housing  stock  and  to  provide  an  outline  of  the  strategy  to  be  fol- 
lowed in  either  clearing  or  improving  it  by  1980. 

There  was  insufficient  time  to  undertake  another  survey  before 
completion  of  the  return,  but  from  information  already  available 
in  the  office  it  was  possible  to  establish  there  were  162  dwellings 
unfit  for  habitation  and  1,522  which  were  capable  of  improvement 
to  the  12-point  standard.  Of  this  latter  figure  438  were  Council 
owned  dwellings  all  of  which  it  ia  anticipated  will  be  improved  by 
1975. 

The  Council  resolved  to  make  every  effort  to  clear  the  162  unfit 
dwellings  as  quickly  as  possible  and  in  any  case  within  the  next 
five  years.  To  ensure  the  improvement  of  the  1,084  privately  owned 
dwellings  by  1980  will  be  difficult,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  the 
increas^  efforts  of  your  officers  to  persuade  owners  to  modernize 
their  properties,  became  apparent  when,  as  will  be  seen  from 
statistics  under  the  heading  “ Improvement  Grants  ” the  number 
of  privately  owned  properties  improved,  showed  an  increase  of 
more  than  75%  over  previous  years.

11.  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Routine  observations  of  smoke  emission  from  industrial  chimneys 
have  again  been  carried  out  but  no  infringements  were  noted. 

A number  of  complaints  of  nuisance  from  domestic  bonfires 
were  also  received  and  dealt  with. 


12.  NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

A number  of  complaints  about  noise  were  received  during  the 
year.  All  were  investigated  and  as  will  be  seen  under  the  heading 
“ Inspection  of  the  Area  ”,  these  investigations  necessitated  106 
visits,  some  of  which  involved  long  periods  of  observation  at  all 
hours  of  the  day  and  night. 

By  taking  sound  level  readings  it  was  possible  to  establish  the 
existence  of  nuisances  in  3 cases  and  after  discussions  with  the 
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owners  concerned,  your  Inspectors  were  able  to  secure  the  abate- 
ment of  the  nuisances  without  recourse  of  statutory  action. 

The  diverse  nature  of  the  complaints  and  their  causes  is  best 
illustrated  by  the  following  brief  summary  of  the  3 cases  referred 
to  above : — 

(i)  As  was  anticipated,  strong  complaints  were  received  from 
residents  on  an  estate  which  was  allowed  (after  appeal)  to  be 
erected  in  close  proximity  to  an  industrial  estate.  It  was  found 
that  one  factory  which  works  thoughout  the  night  was  causing 
considerable  annoyance. 

Fortunately  the  management  were  co-operative  and  a sub- 
stantial reduction  in  noise  was  achieved  by  housing  a compres- 
sor in  an  insulated  structure. 

(ii)  Strong  complaints  of  a loud  roaring  noise  each  time  a thermo- 
statically controlled  heating  sytem  to  greenhouses  started, 
were  found  to  be  due  to  the  wrong  air /fuel  mixture  to  the 
furnace.,  Adjustment  of  the  mixture  resulted  in  the  abatement 
of  the  nuisance. 

(iii)  A wrongly  installed  extractor  fan  on  a refrigeration  plant  was 
responsible  for  complaints  of  a “ whining  ” noise.  The 
engineers  were  recalled  and  after  carrying  out  adjustments,  no 
futher  complaints  were  received. 


13.  ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963
